Senator Frye’s purpose ia requesting &

and passengers of the State of Florida, As 
soon as the Titania was moored to the wharf 
she was boarded by the custom house cflicers, 
the American consul and representatives of 
the press. Shortly aftefwards the crew and 
passengers of the wrecked steamer came 
ashore in charge of an agent of the State line, 
who had secured accommodations for them at 
the Aibion hotel. 
THE ALARM 
The first person seen was J. D. Bennett, of 
Lon don, Ontario, the only first class passen- 
ger saved. At the time of the accident he 
was in the turgeon’s cabin, and: had a very 
nairow escape from being killed when the 
Panama came crushing into the State of 
Fiorida amidships. One man ofthe Panama 
went mad from exposure and want of water, 
and died.in the boat vefore the captain snd 
two other sailors were rescued, The captain 
of the Florida awakened the passengers and 
told them they must take to the boats ir- 
stantly, but it appears he made no effort to 
devise a plan by which the parsengers could 
get into the boats. At the time of the col- 
lision the captain was in bis.cabin. He rush- 
ed on deck in his night dress, and assumed 
command. Whenthe boats pushed away 
from the ship, and the plunges preparatory 
to sinking took place, the most heartrending 
cries and appea.s for help were heard, until 
the final plunge was made, Bennett saw one 
boat hanging by one davit. He heard that it 
was not considered a safe boat, and that the 
ropes were cut in order to hinderany one from 
using it. Walter King, of Toronto, occupied 
the same cabin as Bennett,and when the 
ship was about going down came to him and 
said: 
‘*‘For God’s:sake, Bennett 
am pot able to swim.’’ 
A NIGHT OF HORROR. 


Bennett and King then got into one of the 
boats, the lashings of which were cut at ene 
end, throwing all of the occupants in the 
sea. Thirty persons might have been saved 
but for this mishap. Only 7 were picked 
up. All nightthey could hear people groan- 
ing and struggling underneath the 
boat to whico they were clinging, 
and AS many of those on 
top had lost friends and one brother, their

: IN THE NORTHERN METHODIST CHURCH. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 8.—In the Methodist 
Episcopal general conference, in session here, 
a motion is pending changing the name of 
the Freedmen’s Aid society to the Southern 
Education society, the resolution having been 
referred to the committee on the Freedmen 
Aid society and work in the south. Rey. H, 
W. Key, of the Tennessee conferencce, ta- 
day offered a resolution protesting against a 
change of the name of the Freedmer’s Aid 
society. He said to do so would prove 
detfimental to the very object for which the 
society was Organized, ‘Tne society is an his- 
torical one, and its name is known far and 
near. Why should it be changed? Do dele- 
gates coming from the south ask for the 
ch@pge’? The freedmen’s schools are open to 
everyone. Ireedmen are in the church to 
stay, and do not intend being driven out. 
They haye southern hotels in the south, 
southern railroads, and southern kuklux. 
They did not want any southern freedmen’s 
aid society. He stated that there are 
schools built with the money 
of the freedmen’s aid society to which 
freedmen are not admitted, The matter 
was referrd to the committee on the state of 
the church. A resolution was off-red that 
Hower C. Meacham, lay delegates from the 
SSonth Kausas conference, be excised from 
further attendance., as he was called home to 
attend tosome importan law business, Rev.

I: was called a mock 
trial because Carson was not present and the 
Texas conference had sent on vo record of 
the proceedings. The verdict of the Northeast 
Texas conference was reversed and Mr. Carson 
reinstated in all bis privileges. 

The resolution was passed eulogizing John 
T. Slater, of Connecticut, for his philan- 
thropic aid to colored race. Bishop Camp- 
bell spoke and created excitement by siating 
that George Peabody had done nothing for 
the colored peopie ofthesouth, He was con- 
tradicted and several declared that the state- 
ment was without foundation in truth.

Wasuinaton, May 7.—While every river 
and harbor bill evokes stubborn opposition, it 
is seldom tha: it» develops at so early a stage 
as it bas against the bill now pending. Va- 
rious elements have united sgainst this bill. 
In the first place, there are many members 
who regard ali this species of legislation un- 
constitutional. Then there are many others 
who are dissatisfied with the make up of the 
bill, and if it is not 
amended so as to please them will oppose it. 
The Missouri delegation has already threaten- 
ed an organizedopposition unless its demands 
are complied with. Tais bill was originally 
planned on the basis of strict! economy, it 
being generally understood that the demo- 
crats would cut down all the appropriation 
bills to the lowest possible basis. Chairman 
Willis said that when his committee was 
organized that the amount in 
the river and harbor bill would 
be kept down to nine millions 
if possible. Its skeleton was soon enlarged 
by the importunities of influential; dele- 
gations from all parts of the country backed 
by theirrepresentatives and by the s:rong 
recommendations of the engineer corps. 
Three millions were added to tne estimate of 
the committee before anybody knewit. Yet 
the bill will look smallin comparison with 
the nineteen million dollar one passea over 
a presidential veto two years ago. Several 
previous measures in this CoL- 
gress have provoked the opposition 
of the strict coastitutional constraciionists, 
notably the pleuro pneumonia bill and the 
resolution for the reliefef the foot and mouth 
disease in Kansas. Siill, the river and har- 
bor bill, standing on recommendations of 
much broader utility, having tbe sanction of 
many precedents, and active influences in its 
support in ever locality affected may becon- 
sidered safe from all the the dangers that 
threaten it. The commi'tee feel tnat they 
can stand successfally for their bill in the 
house and no danger of another veto 
is anticipated. Arthurdid not like the ex- 
traordinary amount ofthe bill that he sent 
back, and besides was anxious to show the 
country that he had a backbone. 

The work on the present bill by a new com» 
mittee established especially for such daties 
has suggested the criticism that the house bas 
unnecessarily complicated its machinery. 
The commerce committee has been relieved 
of about allit had to do. Its occupation dur- 
ing this session hes been to hear arguments 
for and against as species of restrictive ‘egis- 
lation which will not soon pess, despite ihe 
enthusiastic support of the theorists who 
keep up a constant agitation for it.

T. Davies and John H. Morris, in the su- 
preme court, Judge Donohue this afternoon 
granted an order requiring the defendants 
to show cause, on thé 12ch instant, why a 
receiver shou!d not be appointed, and also 
why an injunction should not be issued 
In the meantime and until the further order 
of the court the defendants and their agents

In his 
attidavit Mr. Vanderoilt says that about April 
12, 1834, the railroad company made its prom- 
issory note bearing date on that day, where- 
by, for value _ received, it promised 
to pay to Grant & Ward $5°0,000 The note 
will become due on January lst, 1885. Ona 
the 25th of April the railroad company made 
another promissory note payable to the same 
firm for $200 000, whichnore also becomes 
payable Januury ist, 1885. As collateral 
security for the payment of these notes, the 
plaintitf depesited with Grant & Wara 1 400 
negotiable bonds of the railroad company 
for $1,000 each, the payment of which was 
secured by a second mortgage uponits rai! 
road. 

THE BONDS MIXED UP. 

Mr. Vanderbilt alleges, on information and 
belief, that Grant & Ward, upon receipt of 
these notes and securities, united these bonds 
indiscriminately with the securities belonging 
to other parties for the purpose of borrowing 
money, and plaintiff’s property bas become 
distribated among a great number of pers ns 
and corporations who have or claim some 
lien thereon, as lenders of money On security 
to Grant & Ward. By this mingling up 
the securities have become- liabie to be 
soid for debts for which they were 
not originally pledged to the firm, snd their 
identity is likely to be lost and reach a point 
to which they cannot be traced, and there is 
greatdangerof the pleiatiff’s property being 
uppropriated to the payment of debts not 
constituting a lien thereon, and of debts dre 
by other persons being discharged by a resa@rt 
to the securities belonging to the plaintiffs 
He alleges that the firm is insolvent, and has 
suspended payment, and that the members 
are threateprng and intending to place 
all the property beyond the reach of 
the plaintiff. The defendants in the suit 
are Julian I. Davies and Jobn H. Morris, as 
assignees. The plaiotiffcompany desires tv 
redeem its property from ail lawfal iiens, 
and claims euton accountof the distribu« 
tion, but without the intervention of court 
it is impossible to rescue from imminent 
danger of waste and disappearance, Pend 
ing (be suit the plaintiffasks for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the firm of Grant & 
Ward, to take charge of the property. 

THE BANK MAY RESUME 

The Marine bank directors, wno have-been 
in session this forenoon, have adjourned. Nw 
statement will be made to-day. Director 
Sirck says no receiver will be appointed, and 
the chances for resumption are good. Fish 
bas not been asked to resiga, but in case of 
reorganization there will be anew president 
and cashier. The checks deposited Tuesday 
will be paid, unless there is offsetting indebt- 
edness. 

THE ROTTEN BUSINESS METHODS OF THE GRANTS. 

From the Tribune of this morning the 
facts, which are gradually leaking out, re- 
garding the operation and basiness methods 
of the suspended firm of Grant & Ward, 
whose collapse was coincident with the 
Marine uational bank on Tuesday, 
exhibitthe condition of the house in even a 
worse ligbt than has been generally imag- 
ined. Not only are they koown to have 
rehypothecated securities lodged with them 
on loans by several railroad companies, Dut 
they have ob'ained larger advances on some 
of these collaterals than the amoant they bail 
advanced. The best information 
now pu's their gross iabi itie. 
at not far from $10 000,000. No esiimates 
ean be made of their assets, exclusive of the 
loans made on the securities they have re- 
pledged. No statement is yet obtainable 
respecting the condition of the Marine 
bank and the prospect of a 
final payment to depositors will be 
mere matter of guess work until the bank 
examiner reports. An enormous amount of 
tinsecured liabilities of tae firm exist, com- 
receipts for money 


ising notes and simple 
seoaieed for speculation. A story toid re- 


ing the operations of the firm is as fol« 
ows: The firm started with the prestige of 
General Grant's name to aid 
the: members in securing capital and 
in inspiring confidence in their ability§ and 
position. The actual money was raised on 
notesthatthe ex-president and James Fish 
bad indorsed. To what extent the responsi- 
bility of the conduct of affairs rests on Fish 
and upon Ward, can not be learned. 
It is not helieved that General 
Grant, or U. 8. Grant, peid close attention to 
the details. The copartnership agreement 
provided thateach member could wiihdraw 
5,000 dollarsa month, itissaid the profits 
above that sum being retained as capital. 
Neither of the Grants is believed to have 
paid closer attention to the details than the 
regular drawing of his allowance. The scheme 
carried out to obtain most funds 
was based upon advances made by the firm 
to contractors for Indian and other supplies 
to the government, the firm taking the as- 
sigoments of the claim, and collecting on 
them when the contracts were approved in 
the reguiar course of government proceedure, 
By representations respecting these contracts, 
heavy sums were obtained. on notes or 
receipts” given by the firm. 
High rates of interest were paid, 
aod in many cases advances 
were secured for only a few months. The 
confidence in the house, however, catised 
many to let their money be unclaimed fora 
long time. It is stated on good authority 
that there are outstanding nearly two million 
dollars of these unsecured obligations, held 
between two individuals. It is said that the 
liabilities of this character will amount to 
about five million dollars

Eight bundred and ten delegates were pre- 
sent from eight states, and the action of that 
convention stands unreversed, and from all 
indications will so stand indefinitely. 

The present convention consists of dele- 
gates elected on a missionary basis. loreach 
one hundred dollars contributed to the for- 
eign or domestic mission boards, a churc’ se- 
lects a delegate, and also a delegate for 
every five hundred dollars contributed 
to the funds of state missions.

CoLUMBia, 8.C., May 8 —|Specia’.'- Jim Cole- 
man wiil certainly forfgit his life on the gallows ic- 
morrow. All arrangements have been made for 
the execution of his sentence. Sheriff Rowan will 
be his executioner. Ouly a limited number of 
persons will be permitted to witness the concluding 
actin the dismal drama. 

HOW THE MURDERER FEELS. 
The culprit was visited in his dreary cell this 
afterneon. He szems strangely cheerful, consid- 
ering that his earthly career is so near its close. 
Mr. D. A. Straker, his faithful and able counsel, 
was present, Itshould be mentioned that this dis- 
tinguished colored lawyer has worked inade- 
faugably to save the Goomed wretch from the 
gallows. He defended him at his trial .with 
COLDSUMMate SKIll aud iugenuity, and after bis 
CoLVicii0u succeeded in averting: Bis Goom until 
to-day.

This, therefore, wes the iostrumeut 
of death. According to Dr, Heinitsh, either one of 
the wounds was fatal, but the largest oue must 
have produced immediate deata. — 

There was no eye witness of tne tragedy, but the 
circumstances assuciaied with it were disclosed as 
Clearly as if it had occurred before we gaze of the 
multitude. Mattie Faust, a comely ang intelligent 
quadroom girl, was Sleeping in the seme house 
where the borrible crime was perpetraied upon her 
sister. She and sarah attended a cChuren fair the 
night before, leaving Coilemau in their house. li 
was an hour after micuight when they returned. 
Maitie Faust immedisieiy went io bed and fell 
asiesp, leaving Coleman auc Sarah Willis sitting 
before the firepiace in the front revcom. It was not 
long after this when, ecvording iw Coleman's sub- 
sequent confession, he kiliead the woman by 
suligiog her on the head four times with tne 
haicuct. Mattie Faust jumped from tbe wisdow 
apa geve the alarm. Simultaneously the murder- 
er issued from the door, ran towards the fence, 
scaiea the wall, and scampered offin ine dark- 
uess. He did not stop to dress himseif or put on 
his shoes. | Mee
